Mr
Hay, In company with one of the local
base ball enthusiasts went out to the park
yeaterday, and afier examinlng the loca-
tion and lay of the land thoroughly, an.
nounced that the gromnds were fit for
the purposo of & “‘diamond,” and that if
they could be secursd, he wonld Im.
modiately sat to work and patia aclub
at this polnt.

The grounds, it Is thonght, can essily
be seonred from the old lessees of the
Athletic asmociation, who ars tenants
untll the fimt of June, and
it s Tbelieved that about $750
will ecours & lease of the geounds for the
comlng year, and pay off some of the old
incumbrances which will have to bo dia.
posed of before full control of the prop-
erty can be assumed. 1t has been pro-
psed to reconetruct the grounds so s to
have a good dlamend, a bicycle track, as
well as a cricket park. Then on the off
days, when the park /s not In use by
the baseball club, It ecould be monopo-
llzed by the cricket playera or the bicy-
ulinta,

In conversation with a seporter yester-
day, Mr, Hay, who by-the-bye Is a clever
and cool-headed young man with a thor-
ongh knowledge of every phase of base.
ball sport, eaid that as soon as the
grounds were farnished, he wou'ld set
immedialely to work, and engage his
playera. He ia already negotlating with
such men as the Say brothers, Law Dilck-
eraon, formerly of the Alleghenys, and
more recently of St. Louis, and sev.
eral other ball players of first-clasy
record. He wlll control the clab hlm-
aalf, making Omaha his headquarters.
The leagne as now constituted, includes
Kansas City, Springtield, 0., Toledo, O..
Indtanapolis, Milwaukee, and Minne-
apolis—a ring of citles conveniently po-
altioned for rapid circoit games,

A committee of gentlemen have taken
this project in hand, and propae to
thoroughly canvass the sitoation and se-
cura, If possible, the Sherman avenue
park at once. Mr. Hay will be notified
by telegraph, Monday evening, of the
sucoess or failure of ths scheme, and the
entrance of Omsba into the Western
Lieasgue will depend secordingly.

PEANUTS,

A Bource of Wealth that Nebraska
Farmers do not Appreciate,

A reporter of the Bee met with a gen:
tloman from Virglnla yesterday and ocon:
versatlon tarmmed upon the extent t»
which that conntry has recovered from
the blighting resulta of war and political
mismapagement, During the converaa-
tion the gentloman spoke of the sources
of revenus in the Old Dominion and
mentloned peanats as, next to tobacco,
the staple and souree of money to s large
poartlon of the people.

Feoling an intorest In the snbject, in-

quiry developed thess facta: Peanuta
grow best on light lonmy sell. The
requlre about six mouths from the seed-
fog to the harvest inorder te malure.
They are “‘dropped,” two Ina hill. The
rows are four fest apact one way and two
and a half or thros the other; some
farmera plant them four fest each way.
The greateat cara ls necessary to Tot. good
seed, for the caltivetion ls a small matter
exoept where there is *‘wire” grass—a
thing anknown in Nebrasks, The soll in
this section is well adapted to their
growth, The only thing to fear would
be too early frost, becanse it 1s fatal to
the crop if it c.aues too socn,
